St. Louis; Frank 
Hutchens, St. Charles; Ralph Long 
and Sterling Jackson, negroes of 
Carthage. 
The sixty 
day reprieve 
granted 
Seward and Hutchens 
will expire 
July 23, according to the clerk of 
the supreme court. The date for the 
execution of Long and Jackson is 
set for August 3. 
The attack on the constitutionality 
of the Missouri capital punishment 
law was launched by State Senator 
A. L. McCawley of Carthage, 
who 
appealed to the supreme court 
in 
behalf of James Seward of St. Louis. 
At the same time an appeal was 
made by attorneys for Frank Hutch­ 
ens of St. Charles. 
Seward was sentenced 
to 
hang 
for the murder of an alleged prohi­ 
bition informer at Hillsboro, Jeffer­ 
son County. 
He was sentenced 
to 
hang on March 27. 
His w'ife, with 
several of their smal children, jour­ 
neyed to the capital here the day be­ 
fore the hanging was set, to appeal 
to Governor Hyde

clemency for Seward. 
Her trip w'as in vain for the gov­

CHICAGO, June 21.—’The National 
Wheat Conference, Inaugurated by 
the governors of seven producing 
states in an effort to stabilize the 
wheat growing industry, adjourned 
late last night after refusing to go 
on record in favor of a government 
price guarantee for the commodity.

found dirt farmers aligned almost 
solidly 
for 
the 
proposal, 
against 
transportation and business heads 
connected with the industry oppos­ 
ing it. 
A resolution recommending 
that the government buy at $1.50 a 
bushel all wheat not disposed of 
in regular sales, was defeated. 
In 
its stead, the resolutions committee 
was instructed to insert in Its re­ 
port the sense of the conference 
that the price of wheat should be 
“stabilized.” 
The conference affected a permar 
nent organization, known 
as 
the 
Wheat Council of America to be 
presided over by a board of direc­ 
tors and executive committee.

OF PROPAGANDA 


By the Associated Presa. 
ST. LOUIS, June 21.—A free press 
in a free nation is the champion of 
national Independence as well as of 
individual liberty if it is loyal to the 
moral obligations imposed by its poli­ 
tical rights, James T. Williams, Jr., 
! editor of the Boston Transcript as- 
! serted In an address here today. Mr. 
j Williams spoke before the fourteenth 
annual convention of Rotary Inter­ 
national. 
A free press is the enemy of propa­ 
ganda “that paints the fair face ot 
truth for the purpose of deceiving 
those who seek the truth.” 
“A free press that is alive to its re- 
sponsiblities is always at war with 
sham and hyprocrisy wherever they 
stalk and whatever their garb,” he 
said. 
J 
Discussing the responsibility of the 
free press, Mr. Williams said: 
“To find the facts, to publish the 
facts, is its primary function, its 
1 constant responsibility and its im­ 
perative duty. 
To interpret the 
facts, to stimulate thought about 
them, to provoke discussion, to re­ 
flect opinion, to direct opinion, to 
organize opinion—all these things a 
free press must strive to do, in addi­ 
tion, if it would be a teacher, an in­ 
terpreter and a leader. 
¡ 
“Through the new window upon 
the world that was opened when the 
great war ended we see not only new 
occasions and new duties but the 
war’s great lesson, a lesson to be 
taken to heart by all members of the 
family of free nations and by the 
press that is the champion of na­ 
tional independence as well as of in­ 
dividual liberty. 
‘The great lesson j 
of the great war’ says Admiral 
Beatty, ‘is the superiority of man to 
his machines.* For the press of to­ 
day the world over 1 can conceive 
no greater esponsibillty than to teach 
this lesson day in and day out to all 
the children of men."

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WHAT TO EAT 


HP HE daily problem of planning 
and preparing three meals a 
day la like housework—“powerful 
constant.** 
To spend wisely and 
provide 
acceptable 
meals 
is 
no 
small task. The majority of house­ 
wives do their own marketing, pre­ 
paring and serving all foods. Three 
times three hundred and sixty-five 
meals is enough to discourage any­ 
body, and when the family com­ 
plains the burden is often too 
heavy to bear. During the qummer 
let us try to make the work as 
light as possible without depriving 
the family of the required amount 
of foodL 
In probably 80 per cent of the 
homes of America the cost of every 
bit 
of food 
must 
be 
carefully 
planned, to keep within the budget. 
It is in these homes where a knowl­ 
edge of food values Is so Important, 
for they should have food which 
represents the highest food value 
for every penny spent. 
In homes where there are eight 
and ten at the table there will not 
be much to spend for luxuries. Sub­ 
stantial 
stew 
with 
vegetables, 
soups that are full of nourishment, 
green peas when they are plentiful. 
A garden where one may go for 
green vegetables during the sum­ 
mer may prove a big saving. 
One 
family of nine had served for a 
meal just green peas with bread 
and butter—the peas well-cooked 
and seasoned with butter and milk 
—and each had all be wanted of 
the food provided. 
This method 
was used very often in serving 
foods, making a meal easy for the 
mother to prepare with the help of 
the children. 
They grew up to be 
sturdy men and women, well-nour­ 
ished and with fine minds. 
If the mother will balance her 
meals for the day so that If food 
principles are lacking in one meal 
they appear In another of the same 
day, there will be no fear of under­ 
nourished children. 
When one Is 
poor it is vitally Important that the 
mother knows how’ to buy cheap, 
nourishing foods.
